shall be eligible for appointment to the said post; 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satis- 
fied that such marriage is permissible under the person- 
al law applicable to such person and the other party to 
the marriage and that there are other grounds for so 
doing, exempt any person from the operation of this 
rule, 

6 . Power to relax: — Where the Central Government is 
of opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, 
it may, by order, and for reasons to be recorded in 
writing, relax any of the provisions of these rules with 
respect to any class of persons.

— In exercise of the powers conferred by 
the proviso to article 309 of the Constitution and in 
supersesslpn of the notification of the Government of 
India in the Ministry of Defence No, S.R.O. 324 issued 
on 15th November, 196B, the President hereby mates 
the following rules regulating the method of recruitment 
to Clasj III (Non-Industrial; post! in the Navy, hame- 
ly:- 

1. Short title and commencement. — (1) These rules 
may be called th* Navy Class III (Non-Industrial posts) 
Recruitment Rules, 1921. 

(2) They rihall come Into force on the date of their 
publication In the Official Gazette, 

2. Application. — These rules shall apply to the posts 
as specified in column 2 of the Schedule annexed here- 
to, 

3. Classification and scale of pay. — The classification 
of the posts and the scales of pay attached thereto shall 
be a& specified in columns 3 and 4 of the said Schedule. 

4. Method of recruitment, age-limit, Qualifications, 
etc. — The method of recruitment to the said posts, age- 
limit, qualifications abd other matters connected there- 
with snail be as specified in columns 5 to 13 of the 
Schedule aforesaid: 


Provided that the upper age limi t prescribed for di- 
rect recruitment may be relaxed in tne case of candi- 
dates belonging to the Scheduled Castes, the Scheduled 
Tribes and other special categories of persons In ac- 
cordance with the orders of the Central Government 
issued from time to time. 

5. Disqualifications. — No person, — 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage 
with a person having a spouse living, or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into 
or contracted a marriage with any person, 

shall be eligible for appointment to any ol the above 
posts: 

Provided that the Central Government may, if 
satisfied that such marriage is permissible under the 
personal law applicable to such person and the other 
party to the marriage and that there are other grounds 
for so doing, exempt any person from the operation of 
this rule. 

6. Power to relax, — Where the Central Government 
is of opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, 
it may, by order and for reasons to be recorded in 
writing, relax any of the provisions of these rules with 
respect to any class or category of persona.

S.R.O. 96. — In exercise of the powers conferred by the 
proviso to article 309 of the Constitution, and in super- 
session of the notification of the Government of India 
In the Ministry of Defence No. S.R.O. 323 dated the 15th

to time. 

5. Disqualifications. — No person, — 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage 
with a person having a spouse living, or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into 
or contracted a marriage with any person, 

shall be eligible for appointment to the said post:

— In exercise of the powers conferred by 
the proviso to article 309 of the Constitution, the Presi-

New Delhi, the 18 th March 1872 

S.R.O, 98— In exercise of the powers conferred by 
section 184 of the Navy Act, 1957 (62 of 1957), the 
Central Government hereby makes the following regula- 
tions further to amend the Naval Ceremonial, Condi- 
tions of Service and Miscellaneous Regulations, 1964, 
namely: — 

1. These regulations may be called the Naval Cere- 
monial, Condltiong of Service and Miscellaneous 
(Second Amendment) Regulations, 1972. 

2. In the Naval Ceremonial, Conditions of Service and 
Miscellaneous Regulations, 1964, after regulation 257. 
the following regulation shall be Inserted, namely: — 

257A — Joining Time . — (1) A sailor drafted from one 
ship or establishment to another necessi- 
tating change of station, provided he is not 
required to arrive by a particular date, shall 
be governed for the purpose of grant of join- 
ing time by the provisions contained in regula- 
tion 149 except sub-regulation (0) thereof. 

(2) An extension of joining time beyond what is 
admissible under the scale authorised In sub- 
regulation (1) of regulation 149, may be sanc- 
tioned by the Commodore Naval Barracks, 
Bombay upto the maximum period of thirty 
days subject to the following conditions, 
namely:—i 

(1) when an Individual has been unable to use 
the ordinary mode of travelling or, notwith- 
standing due diligence on his part, spent 
more time on the journey than is allowed 
by the rules; or 

(li) when such extension is considered neces- 
sary for public convenience, or, for the 
saving of such public expenditure as is 
caused by unnecessary or purely formal 
transfer; or 

(ill) when the rules have In any particular case 
operated harshly, as for example, when an 
individual has through no fault on his part 
missed a steamer or fallen sick on the 
journey; or 

(iv) when an individual Is transferred from 
naval to civil or foreign employ, or is re- 
transferred therefrom to naval employ, he 
may be granted joining time under the rules 
of the borrowing civil department or Gov- 
ernment. The naval rules on joining time 
shall not apply. 

(3) Case? Involving an extension of joining time 
beyond thirty days shall be referred to the 
Central Government for orders.
